Members of the party’s main 
faction including Agriculture- 
Forestry Minister Ichiro Kono 
planned to obtain approval at 
the meeting today of Hato- 
yama’s visit to the Soviet cap- 
ital as the last resort to tide 
over the deadlocked peace talks. 

Hatoyama told Kono Sunday 
that he had made up his mind 
to the personal trip to Moscow 
in an attempt to break through 
the deadlock in the peace treaty 
negotiations. 


Kono will speak to his Gov- 
ernment and party colleagues 
meeting at the Imperial Hotel 
at noon today. He is expected 
to argue that the Prime Min- 
ister’s trip would provide the 
final opportunity to press the 
Government’s demands and get 
a “yes or no” answer from the 
top Kremlin leaders.

Business Circles

Japanese business circles are 
not positively supporting Prime 
Minister Hatoyama’s planned 
visit to Moscow. 

Since the Japan-Soviet peace 
negotiations in Moscow came to 
a stalemate, opinions in favor of 
Cautiousness in. restoring diplo- 
Matic relations between the two 
nations have gained momentum 
among business circles. 

The consensus of their opin- 
ions is that the issue of how to 
deal with the Moscow talks 
should be carefully studied after 
Shigemitsu returns home from

One reason why business cir- 
cles are apprehensive of Hato- 
yama’s trip to Moscow is his 
health condition. Another rea- 
son is that Hatoyama may be 
driven into a corner and only 
end up by yielding to Russia’:

Distrust in Hatovyama among 
influential business leaders ‘s 
also reflected. 

Business circles are unani- 
mously critical of the Govern- 
ment and the ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party because of the 
conflict with the Japanese dele- 
gation in Moscow and the intra- 
party struggle at a time when 
the Moscow talks had reached a 
serious stage. 

They criticized: the Govern- 
ment and the ruling party for 
being “half-hearted” in execut- 
ing the Moscow negotiations 
and for their failure to keep the 
public informed.

The 
first legislation relating to the 
disposal of excess property was 
in 1815 and concerned the dis-

In putting the approved 
legislation into practice, the 
Property Disposal Branch of 
Oppama Ordnance Depot in Ja- 
pan performs the mission of re- 
ceiving, segregating, classifving, 
reclaiming and re-issuing when- 
ever possible stores, prepares 
for sale, and eventually dis- 
poses of all excess of scrap ma- 
terials accumulated at the depot. 


Capt. Hinton E. Fornes, Pro- 
perty Disposal Officer of Op- 
pama Ordnance Depot, disclosed 
that during the 12 month period 
ending June 30, 1956, the branch, 
which is staffed by 5 enlisted 
men, 70 Japanese employes, and 
himself, handled 61,206 short 
tons of ordnance items and 
other materials that were 
either excess to the needs of 
defense agencies in the com- 
Mand or were in a non-repair- 
able condition, 


The magnitude of this type of 
Operation can perhaps be better 
understood by using dollar 
figures rather than weights.

In Happy Combination With Shimpa 


A rather unique tieup is be- 
ing featured at the Meiji-za 
this month. Top-ranking Ka- 
buki “oyama” (female imper- 
sonator) Utaemon Nakamura 
is appearing on the program 
there together with the Shimpa 
troupe, the first time he has 
been seen in this particular 
combination. 


Utaemon is an “oyama” who 
preserves in his person to the 
greatest extent the traditions 
of classic Kabuki, so that his 
decision to play with the 
Shimpa troupe makes for an 
interesting stage experiment. 

Moreover, the plays which 
have been chosen for this par- 
ticular program are quite ap- 
propriate to the _ situation, 
and serve well to enhance and 
yet skillfully merge Utaemon’s 
Kabuki-style talents with those 
of the Shimpa troupe members 
with whom he appears. 

The Shimpa troupe is not en- 
tirely unfamiliar with “oya- 
ma,” for it is a sort of “transi- 
tion” troupe, the product 
of one of the-early attempts 
to break away from the old 
Kabuki. While it may have 
been progressive in. that re- 
spect in former days, it is now 
conservative in that, for in- 
stance, it still retains “oyama” 
in spite of the fact that it also 
has some talented orthodox ac- 
tresses as well. ~ 


‘Fits in Well 


So, what with the happy 
choice of plays provided, Utae- 
mon fits in very well into the 
unfamiliar setup. In _ partic- 
ular, the play “Shunkin Sho” 
on the matinee program, a 
dramatization of a famous 
romantic novel by Junichiro 
Tanizaki, very successfully 
combines Utaemon as the blind 
heroine Shunkin, with young 
Kisho Hanayagi of the Shimpa 
troupe as her faithful attendant 
and lover, Sasuke. 

Shunkin was a beautiful and 
talented child born to a wealthy 
merchant family, but when she 
was nine, she became blind, 
after which the pampered and 
wilful child began to study the 
koto and samisen, 

Young Sasuke, an apprentice 
attached to the family, was en- 
trusted with the daily chore of 
conducting the blind child ~ 
and from her lessons, and in 
time came to silently worship 
and adore the beautiful Shun- 
kin. However, the pampered

of her misery, finally pricks his 
own eyes out with a needle, 
so that he may be near the lone- 
ly Shunkin in her own world 
of darkness, without her al- 
ways fearing that he may see 
her disfigured face. 

Now it is Shunkin, free from 
the instinctively defensive at- 
titude which she had always 
shown previously, who gently 
leads the newly blind Sasuke 
by hand from room to room; 
and the two stand together on 
the threshold of a new life of 
understanding and love for each 
other. 


Utaemon plays the role. of 
the blind beauty with a skillful 
touch that gives to it the pathe- 
tic undertones an@ tenderness 
that underlie the exterior wil- 
fulness, while Kisho Hanayagi 
makes the character of Sasuke, 
and his worshipful devotion to 
Shunkin not only believable but 
acceptable. 
of them, they bring to the stag- 
ing of this strange tale of de- 
voted love, an aura of exotic 
romanticism and beauty. 


Eerie Tale 


Meanwhile, there are other 
plays equally interesting, with 
Utaemon appearing in almost 
all of them. For instance, “Ya- 
shaga-ike’} on the evening pro- 
gram is a weird tale that hovers 
somewhere in between the 
world of actuality and the world 
of strange legendary creatures 
who are the inhabitants of an 
eerie pond deep in the moun- 
tains. 


In old days, it was believed 
that each pond and pool had its 
“nushi,” /ah “inhabitant god, 
often in’the form of a huge 
snake or a dragon. So it was 
with Yashaga-ike. Many gener- 
ations ago, a pact was made be- 
tween the “nushi” of Yashaga- 
ike and the villagers, in which 
.the .dragon promised that he 
would refrain from going on a 
rampage that would flood the 
village. But in return, the vil. 
lagers were to build a temple 
‘with a huge gong, which was 
to be sounded at three designat- 
ed hours daily, to remind the 
dragon of the pact, 


As the generations pass, the 
villagers begin to forget; but 
the story is passed on by a dy- 
ing gong-tender to Akira, a 


young scholar from the city who 
had come there to collect and 
study the old native legends. 


Between the two 


Unable to find anyone among 
the villagers to take the legend 
seriously, Akira finally takes it 
upon himself to tend the bell, 
and settles down nearby with a 
beautiful village maiden named 
Yuri. )

JAKARTA, Aug. 20 (Kyodo-| 
Reuter)—A group of Indonesian 
businessmen has launched a 
campaign to curtail the »usiness 
activities of the 2,500,000 Chinese 
in Indonesia. | 

Sixty per cent of them were 
born in the country and the rest 
have emigrated from the Chi- 
nese mainland. In the past they 
have regarded themselves as be- 
ing outside any Indonesian re- 
striections on foreigners. Now, 
under the new regime, they are 
finding themselves as much a 
target of nationalism as are 
those Dutch who have remained 
since the end of Holland’s rule. 


Want Government Action 

Indonesian businessmen have 
demanded Government action 
against the “favored position” 
of Chinese, a Member of Parlia- 
ment has sought restrictions on 
them in the field of education 
and, in some areas, anti-Chinese 
feeling has flared into violence. 

“We are deeply concerned 
about the situation but we fear 
that if we fight it in the open 
we will provoke more trouble,” 
said a prominent Chinese lead- 
er in Jakarta. 

Indonesians estimate that 
Dutch interests still control 75 
to 80 per cent of the money 
invested in Indonesia today. 
Chinese interests control 15 to 
20 per cent and Indonesian in- 
terests about four per cent. 

The present unrest, however, 
stems not only from the finan- 
cial power of the Chinese but 
also from a long-standing resent- 
ment against their role under 
the Dutch Colonial Administra- 
tion when they were often used 
as overseers and tax collectors, 

The most determined move 
against the Chinese has come 
from a group of Indonesian 
businessmen. 


Dr. Assaat’s Proposal 

It began at a congress of na- 
tional importers where a lead- 
ing Indonesian businessman, 
Dr. Assaat, proposed that the im- 
porters seek the support of the 
Government in protecting “in- 
digenous national enterprises 
against those run by nonin- 
digenous nationals.” 

He said his proposal was di- 
rected at the “domiciled Chi- 
nese” but it could not be called 
discrimination. 

“What I have in view is mere- 
ly the protection of the weak 


‘Indonesian businessmen from 


the far stronger and infiuential, 
domiciled Chinese,” he ‘said. 

Later, as “the “Assaat move- 
ment” found support among 
other Indonesian businessmen, 
Dr. Assaat declared that Chi- 
nese capital was “more danger- 
ous than Dutch capital.” 


Chamber's Plan 

The Indonesian Chamber of, 
Commerce then announced 
plans to “eliminate the favored 
position of Chinese business- 
men,” \ 

“This does not mean that we 
intend to liquidate the Chinese 
entirely,” said the chairman of 
the Chamber, Kosasih Purwane- 
gara. : 

“Our efforts will be directed 
simply toward giving Indonesi- 
an businessmen an opportunity 
to take up their rightful place 
in the country’s economic 
system. 

“Today the Chinese are stand- 
ing in the way of this goal. We 
must get the protection of the 
Government. 

“We are for free competition. 
But we are also for fair com- 
petition.” 

The Indonesian Importers As- 
sociation gave its support to this 
announcement, 

“Those who gained historical 
rights and interests during the 
colonial era and the revorution 
and who desire to maintain 
them in the. present new in- 
dependence are advised to in-

Throughout the 
whole of Indonesia, despite the 
population difference, the num- 
ber of Chinese doctors was al- 
most half the number of In- 
donesian doctors. 


Minority Group 

“Chinese in Indonesia are re- 
garded as a minority group,” 
he said. 

“In Parliament they are al- 
lowed nine out of a total of 260 
seats. This is in keeping with 
democratic principles and it is 
no more than proper that the 
same ratio should be applied to 
them in institutions of higher 
learning.” 

On Bali clashes between 
Chinese and .Indonesian school 
children were reported. In 
Medan, in North Sumatra, 
street-fighting broke out  be- 
tween groups of Chinese and 
Indonesians. 

A Surazaja paper, the Chinese 
Daily News, called on Indonesi- 
ans to adhere to the “Bandung 
Spirit” propagated and advocat- 
ed by their President and Prime 
Minister. . 

“It is improper that a country 
advocating the Bandung spirit, 
which aims at promoting in- 


ternational peace, should ex- 
ercise racial discrimination,” 
said the paper. 


Editorial Silence 

In Jakarta, which has about 
300,000 Chinese residents, the 
Chinese press has reserved an 
editorial silence on the subject. 

“We hope that our Indonesian 
colleagues will comment jf dis- 
crimination leads to injustice,” 
one Chinese editor said. 

The Chinese do not plan to 
meet the challenge to their 
position openly.

Chinese Divisions 

The Chinese population is 
divided in four ways.

Today, 60 per cent of the 
Chinese population was born in 
Indonesia and 40 per cent eini- 
grated from China. 

The population is about 
equally divided between pro-Na- 
tionalist and  pro-Communist 
Chinese. 

Indonesian-born Chinese had 
previously considered. them- 
selves safe from Indonesian re- 
strictions on foreigners. Today 
they are finding themselves 
just as much a target of attack 
as the immigrant Chinese and 
they are more ready to unite 
with the immigrants according 
to Chinese leaders. 

Similarly, the different poli- 
tical elements are finding it 
necessary to overcome their 
differences for the sake of 
unity. 

A second-effect has been the 
increasing number of business 
mergers between Chinese and 
Indonesians to overcome anti- 
cipated discrimination against 
Chinese enterprises.

From U.S. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 20 (AP)— 
The New York Times said yes- 
terday that the sale of $400,000,- 
000 worth of United States ag- 
ricultural surpluses — “largest 
such agreement ever negotiat- 
ed”—is nearing conclusion with 
India. ‘ip . 

In a Washington dispatch, 
the Tiznes said that the Depart- 
ments of Agriculture and State 
are working out the sale, ex- 
tending over a three-year peri- 
od and _ involving surplus 
American wheat,, flour, rice and 
some cotton. Negotiations, it 
said, center on interest rate 


payments and a_ requested 


pledge from India not to re- 
duce her normal purchases of 
rice from Burma and wheat 
from Australia and New Zea- 
land. 


The Indian Embassy was 
quoted as saying that the Wa- 
shington talks cover only minor 
points and the final arrange- 
ments are to be worked out 
at New Delhi. 


The Times quoted “reliable 
reports” that the farm surpluses 
that cost the Government $400,- 
000,000 would be offered to In- 
dia for about $100,000,000 less 
than that. 

The newspaper added: “Some 
of the $300,000,000 payment in 
rupees would be made avail- 
able to the United States to pay 
-for Embassy and other expenses 
of the Government but the bulk 
of the funds would be lent 
back to Indfa for use in devel- 
oping her natural resources and 
for other aids to her economy.” 
The Times said that under 
the proposed terms, India would 
not pay interest for three years, 
after ,.which the rate would be 
about three per cent over a re- 
payment period of 25 of more 
years. It said India is under- 
stood to have objected that the 
interest rate asked is too high 
and to want the repayment 
period to be 40 instead of 25 
years. 


Japan Trade Poses 
No Danger: Laguio 


MANILA, Aug. 20 (AP)—A 
high Filipino official today 
scotched reports of mounting 
fears among Filipino business 
interests that Japan eventually 
would regain its prewar domi- 
nant trade position and control 
the Philippines’ economy. 
Commerce Undersecretary 
Perfecto Laguio said, “Filipinos 
have their own laws to protect 
them from alien domination in 
their retail trade.” 

Laguio suggested, however, 
the Philippine Government im- 
plement without delay the coun- 
try’s legislation providing aid to 
retailers, “This is necessary in 
view of the upsurge of imports 
resulting soon from normal 
trade relations with Japan.’ 
Laguio’s statement came amid 
reports in.the Manila press of 
alarm among Filipino business 
interests and officials over the 
influx of Japanese business, 
trade and goodwill missions 
here. Japan and the Philippines 
restored normal diplomatic re- 
lations July 23.

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Sohyo and Socialist Party 


The possibility of Sohyo (General Council of Japan 


Trade Unions) increasing its 


political activities is seen in 


the statement made last week by Sohyo’s Secretary-General 


Akira Iwai. 


Discussing the basic policies of his organization which 
will hold its national convention this Saturday, Mr. Iwai 
revealed that concerted efforts would be made to have 
Sohyo’.members join the Socialist Party. He said that 
Socialist Party “cells” would be created within the various 
Sohyo unions in place of the present anti-Communist 
Democratization League organs. 

“The reason behind his proposal, Mr. Iwai declared, 
was to “compete” against the growing influence of the . 
Communist Party infiltrators within the labor union move- 


ment. 


It is, of course, difficult to draw a definite line between 


the economic and _ political 


activities of a labor union 


organization. But the ultimate aim of the proposed tie-up, 
according to Secretary-General Iwai, is to change the 
present social structure and to bring about a society based 
upon the socialist ideology. Such an objective elearly goes 
beyond the legitimate bounds of a labor union movement. 

But there’ are several other points which must be 


considered in this connection. 


One is the effect of this 


proposal upon the freedom of the workers to back any 


political party of his choice. 


The Democratization League 


was formed to free the labor unions from party politics— 
and more specifically from the inroads of the Communist 
Party. But that freedom will now be in danger from the 
pressure of the labor union itself. 

The “en masse” entry into the Socialist Party envision- 
ed by Mr. Iwai will also have the effect of “capturing” 
that party and preventing it from expanding into a national 
party with a wide following from people from the various 
strata of society. Sohyo will doubtlessly have a greater 
voice than at present ‘in determining Socialist Party poli- 
cies—to the end that the latter will become increasingly 


a-.class party. 
While Sohyo may try to 


~ 


utilize the Socialist Party to 


gain its aspirations, a situation in reverse could also take 
place with the workers being stymied by the party in the 
pursuit of their legitimate aims. 

A third point which must be fully explored is the 


concept of “competing” with 


the Communists. Mr. Iwai's 


concern over the gains being made by the Japan Com- 
munist Party under its new “peaceful” tactics is under- 


standable. 


But whether the formation of Socialist “cells” in Sonyo 


unions is the answer remains a debatable issue. 


Because 


Sohyo’s basie policies have many points in common with 
those of the Communists, it may remain unclear to the 
rank-and-file just on what ground they are “compcting” 


against the JCP. 


It is to be hoped that Mr. Iwai’s proposal will be 
thoroughly studied and debated at the coming Sohyo con- 
vention. And the decision reached must contribute to th> 
healthy growth of the labor union movement in Japan.

Sohyo’s National Convention 


Plans to Fight for Higher Wages and Against ‘Productivity’ 


~Sohyo (General Council of 
Japanese Labor Unions), the 
largest national labor federa- 
tion in Japan, is holding its 
1956 convention at the Ota 
Ward Citizens’ Hall for four 
days beginning Saturday, Aug. 
25. 

Inasmuch as its aggregate 
membership of 3,000, ac- 
counts for roughly one-half of 


' the entire Japanese labor pop- 


ulation, outcome of the an- 
nual meeting is of considerable 
importance to the nation’s eco- 
nomy in the coming year, 

As prelude to the convention, 
Sohyo’s top leaders announced 
last month a draft of a new 
policy to be discussed, probably 
modified, and adopted at the 
convention. 

Like any large organization, 
Sohyo, too, is afflicted with fac- 
tionalism, which presents prov- 
lems. In the past they were 
chiefly those of personalities. 
Annual Sohyo conventions 
usually turned out to be scenes 
of fights for the executive posts 
in the labor hierarchy. 

This' year, however, the in- 
tra-party conflict will come in- 
to play not in terms of person- 
alities but policy, informed 
sources predict. 

There are two factions as 
such in Sohyo today. 


Two Factions 
One is known as the main 
current faction, comprising 


Chairman Totaro Fujita, ‘Vice- 
Chairman Kaoru Ota and Secre- 
tary Akira Iwai. 

The other is that of Minoru 
Takano, “the founding father 
of Sohyo,” who was Secretary 
until last year’s national con- 
vention. 

Roughly speaking, the main 
current faction, the group now 
in control of Sohyo, is the 
rightwing: of the labor or- 
ganization, and it shares politi- 
cal sentiment with the left- 
wing faction of the Socialist 
Party, 

On the other hand, the Takano 
faction is the opposition, “left- 
wingers,” of Sohyo, whose po- 
litical affiliation is closer to the 
Labor-Farmer Party than to the 
Socialists, : 

Sinee, unlike in the past, Ta- 
kano, who is now merely chief 
of the Organization Department, 
will not run for any of the three

New Idea 


What is likely to be the 
powder keg in the convention, 
however, is the policy plan. 

Ever since its disclosure, the 
opposition Takano faction has 
been openly critical of the tenta- 
tive program, which is largely 
the work of Main Currentists. 

The most important issues 
in the policy statement are: 1) 
demand for a minimum guaran- 
teed wage in each industry, 2) 
establishment of a minimum 
wage system, and 3) opposition 
to the productivity improve- 
ment movement, 

The first two are obviously 
related to each Other. -But the 
idea found in the former is new. 
It attempts to establish a mini- 
mum wage scale for each of the 
various industries, e.g, ¥10,000 
for an 18-year-old single person, 
¥22,000 for a 30-year-old with 
three dependents, ¥35,000 for a 
40-year-old with four depend- 
ents, and so on. 

These will be the basic pay 
to which efficiency, seniority 
and other allowances are to be 
added, 

Apparently, this is the first 
step in an attempt to attain 
Sohyo’s cherished goal of es- 
tablishing a minimum wage 
svstem—¥8,000 a month for an 
18-year-old worker, 

Sohyo has always carried a 
slogan on “minimum wage” in 
past campaigns. And this time, 
its leaders are determined to 
push it to the hilt, it is be 
lieved. 


Claims Exploitation 


They say that past wage hike 
campaigns produced results for 
the workers in large enter- 
prises, while those in small 
business and shoe-string  in- 
dustr#s benefited little, This 
tendency was particularly no- 
table in the spring offensive of 
this year, they point out, 

Thirdly, Sohyo’s leaders have 
promised to spark a strong Op- 
position campaign against the 
productivity improvement move- 


ment, now being promoted by 
the Japan Productivity Center, 
which receives financial and 
technical aid from the ICA ot 
the United States.. 

To Sohyo, the productivity 
improvement movement is a 
“capitalist attempt at exploita- 
tion of the worker,” because 
they claim, such a program will 
result in unemployment in key 
industries and harder work for 
the laborers. 

Their interpretation. is that 
this is a movement for “reduc- 
ing the cost.of production at 
the expense of labor,” 

It should be pointed out here 
in passing that this is not the 
universal reaction of Japa- 
nese labor to the American-in- 
spired program for increasing 
productivity. Zenro (Japan 
Trade Union Congress with a 

embership of 620,000), which 
s the working organ for the 
rightwing elements in the So- 
cialist Party, takes an opposite 
stand. 

Zenro has stressed the need 
for labor’s cooperation im the 
productivity improvement pro- 
gram be¢ause it favors the long- 
range results the - movement 
aims to attain. 

Plan Not ‘Concrete’ 

The ground on which the 
Takano opposition faction with- 
in Sohyo criticizes the campaign 
plan is that it generally lacks 
“concreteness.” 

The critics are not against the 
ambitious aims, but they point 
out that Sohyo’s top leaders 
have not clarified “how to fight 
for them,” 

Specifically, they say that the 
dual program of “a minimum 
guaranteed wage in each indus- 
try” and “a minimum wage sys- 
tem” is ambiguous and their 
mutual relations confusing. 

As for the announced policy 
of “combating” the productivity 
improvement movement, the 
Takano faction. argues. that 
Sohyo should go even farther 
than merely “preventing the 
worsening of working condi- 
tion”; it should clarify what 
tangible results the particular 
movement is producing in each 
industry and enterprise and 
then formulate a_e concrete 
struggle formula against it, 

Since the main current fac- 
tion is reported to have been 
mapping out counter-arguments 
against the Takano faction cri- 
tics, the forthcoming Sohyo con- 
vention, it is believed, will wit- 
ness a fairly lively discussion, 

In any case, argument over 
policy will presumably serve 
labor’s interests better than de- 
bate on personalities,

Black Spots on Sun 


To the Editor: 

On July 26 the meteorological 
agency Officials of Tokyo warn- 
ed the International Telegram 
and Telephone Company that a 
huge black spot on the sun 
might explode and_ seriously 
affect the earth’s radio commu- 
nications, 

This spot, which started devel- 
oping about July 21, became 
more than a dozen times the 
size of the earth, On the even- 
ing of July 26 shortly before 
sundown, the spot was huge 
enough to be seen with the 
naked eye against an orange: 
red sun peculiarly lacking in 
radiance. 

The night of the meteorological 
agency’s warning the Italian 
liner Andrea Dorea sank (at 
11:15 p.m. JST) after colliding 
with the Swedish liner Stock- 
holm. 

Full reasons for the collision 
were not immediately made 
public and conflicting claims of 
responsibility have yet to be 
decided. A 9-man House of 
Representatives subcommittee 
which on Aug. 1 examined: the 
damaged Swedish liner Stock- 
holm and talked with Swedish 
and Italian Line officials, is re- 
ported as saying it would not 
make any release on the matter 
for at least a year. 

In this matter of vita] in- 
terest to travelers making sea 
and other journeys, it would 23¢ 
interesting to know how enor- 
mous sun spots effect ships’ 
radar and other types of com- 
munication or identification 
facilities. 

Also, while it has been widely 
reported that super-bomb ex- 
perimental explosions may be 
effecting unpleasant climatic 


. changes in various parts of the 


world, one should consider the 
possibility of some of these 
irregularities being due to 
causes originating in the sun it- 
self,

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Real Suez Issue 

LONDON—The conference on 
the Suez Canal and the recent 
Eoka truce announcement in 
Cyprus are widely discussed in 
the Sunday papers. 

The Sunday Times, conserva- 
tive, feels that in the Suez con- 
ference the wide extent of sup- 
port for some _ international 
system to guarantee the free 
operation of the canal has so 
far concealed the real issue 
that divides the three Western 
powers in this matter from 
Egypt, Russia and the Asian 
countries represented at the 
conference. — 

It says thé issue is not in- 
ternational guarantee, but in- 
ternational control of the canal. 
The paper argues that Britain’s 
essential requirements do not 
necessarily e@xtend to having 
an international concern, em- 
ploying personnel of the Suez 
Canal; giving day to day orders 
and fiying its flag on every 
office building. It says the 
essentials are that the interna- 
tional authority should make 
binding regulations for the 
running of. the canal, shoud 
supervise and ensure efficiency, 
and should | so control the 
finances as to guarantee that 
the revenues be used first -n 
the interest of the canal itself 
and its users; 

The Sunday Times says 
whether such a dual system 
can be satisfactorily devised is 
a question which should be 
submitted to experts. It adds 
what is proposed is not incon- 
sistent with | Egyptian sover- 
eignty over the Suez Canal 
which has never been in ques- 
tion. | 

The Observer, independent, 
says that the Western aim at 
the present ‘conference must 
be to persuade the Asian par- 
ticipants, and if possible even 
Russia, that international op- 
eration of the canal is required 
not to humiliate Nasser or 
restore Western imperialist 
control, but to ensure con- 
fidence and recognition of the 
truly international character 
of the canal’s purpose. 

The Observer argues that 
nothing short of territorial in- 
ternationalization of the Suez 
zone can fully guarantee free ac- 
cess to the canal.. But it says 
such a step is conceivable only 
if it were taken as part of a 
world-wide program for the in- 
ternationalization of other 
waterways of this kind. 

Or if Egypt committed abuses 
which were universally _rec- 
ognized as major breaches of 
international law. The paper 
thinks that meantime the West 
should consider the question of 
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extending the system of inter- 
national operations to other in- 
ternational waterways of com- 
mon interest. It says our readi- 
ness to do so will be the decisive 
proof of our sincerity and non- 
imperialist motives, (Via Radio-
